Six States have now ratified the na- 
tional prohibition amendment. Mon- 
tana is the* latest to take the decisive 
action The ta'.ly stands Mississippi, 
Virginia, Kentucky, South Carolina, 
North Dakota, Montana Thirty ratifi- 
cations remain to be effected. One- 
sixth ot the road to national prohibition 
has already been covered. It is not 
without interest to remark that in the 
lirst three Regisiatures to ratify the 
amendment the aggregate vote in favor 
of ratification was sjt, while the total 
vote opposed was but 45 a preponder- 
ance of prohibition sentiment of 7 to 1. 
This is a significant hint of the tone of 
the public mind on the questiou of the 
elimination of alcholic drink. 

While the necessarily slow process of 
legislative ratification of the constitu 
tional amendment is in progress there is 
another and more immediate pressing 
aspect of this great question that de- 
mamls attention The food problem 
that confronts this country is aritical one. 
We must feed our allies. That is one of 
our most vital functions in the great war. 
Meanwhile we must not starve ourselves. 
That way lies national inefficiency. 

As people we have respondetl cheer- 
fully anil wholeheartedly to the propos 
als of our Food Comptroller as to personal 
sacrifice in the use of foodstuffs. Thrice 
a week we go without wheat products; 
thrice a week we go without meat; once 
a week without pork. We have learned 
to mix with our precious white
